Depreciation is 
one of the heaviest annual expenses 
with n motor, a loss of from 20 to 
33 1-3 per cent of the cost of the truck 
each year being required to cover this 
charge. 


Maintenance Cost. 


Data collected by the bureau of mar- 


kets sho\v that the annual cost of over- 
hauling and 
repairing the trucks: 


ranges from J100 to $900 a year. 
Those truck operators who make It a 
point to keep their machines in a con- 


sinall charges to meet for annual over- 
hauling. On the other hand, those who 
operate their trucks ns long as possi- 
ble jvith no regular repairs pften have 
to pay a heavy overhauling charge at 
the end of the year. Tire expenses, gar- 
ape rent, taxes, licenses nnd insurance; 
overhead expenses, repairs and .equip- 
ment all swell the annual maintenance 
costs.
